After his -arrival from Mexico at 
San Antonio, Texas, March 23, he 
went to Washington, where the French 
ambassador presented him to President 
Hoover on April 1}. 

Count De La Vau:x started his air 
tour from Rio De Janeiro February 
22. He was surveying air routes, with 
a view to the extension of French air 
services, 

The airplane, on its last descent, 
erashed into a high-tension Wire run- 
ning from a one-story powerhouse on 
the banks of the Hackensack river. 
Lights all over Hudson county. went 
out. As the plane struck the ground 
it b-rst into flames and was destroyed. 

Pilot Salway lost a courageous but 
hopeless fight to bring his plane down 
in safety after a flight from Montreal, 
with a stop at Albany. Nearly an 
hour he had cruised over Jersey City 
and its vicinity, sometimes skimming 
the tops of tall buildings. Sometimes 
people in the streets could ‘see the 
plane, even through the fog, so close 
was it, and there was considerable 
alarm lest* it crash in a street. 

Round and round the city the plane 
circled blindly, while Salway tried to 
find a landing place. Crowds stood 
and watched for it, and sometimes 
could only hear the plane’s engines be- 
cause of the thickness of the fog 
blanker. 

As the crowd listened for the re- 
turn of the plane shortly before 6 
p. m., lights blinked out all over Jer- 
sey City—and, it developed later, over 
nearly all of Hudson county. : 

Reports came that the plane had 
crashed on the meadows outside of 
town, and police and ambuiances were 
sent to the scene. They found the 
smouldering wreckage of the passen- 
ger liner, and it was more than an 
hour before they could ascertain that 
four persons in all were aboard. 

It was the line’s first accident and 
the first injury to a Colonial Airways 
passenger. The plane that crashed 
was a Fairchild Cabin monoplane. It 
started at noon from-Montreal with

Murvin Sisson, 35, was arrested at 
his home here late this afternoon by 
'Deputy Sheriff Fred Settle, of Rich- 
mond county, Virginia, on a warrant 
charging him with the murder of Mary 
Baker, navy department employe, 
whose body was discovered in a cul- 
vert near Arlington last Saturday 
morning. 

After being allowed to collect per- 
sonal effects, Sisson was taken by 
the deputy to Tappahannock; Va., 
where three Arlington county officers 
took him into custody. 

Officer H. C. Jones, one of the 
trio, said that the warrant was signed 
by William C. Gloth, commonwealth’s 
attorney of Arlington county, and 
that it was based on certain letters 
found among the dead girl’s belong- 
ings. : : 

Leaving Tappahannock, the Arling- 
ton county officers headed with their 
prisoner toward Washington and were 
reported to have passed through F'red- 
ericksburg, Va., going north, at 
9 :35 p. m.- Sisson is a salesman for 
a Baltimore hardware house, a native 
as well as a resident of Richmond 
county, and is married. 

When arrested by Settle he made 
the simple statement: “I can prove 
where I was that day,” and declined 
to comment further. Officers had been 
to his home several] times before Sis- 
son returned from a business trip. to 
Rappahannock county at 6:30 p. m. 
Settle was awaiting him when he ap- 
peared and served the warrant imme- 
diately. 

‘After the arrest Mrs. Sisson told 
newspapermen: “My husband was at 
home building bird houses Jast Friday 
afternoon,” which was the day before 
the body was discovered. 

Miss Baker’s two house mates, Miss 
Olga Skinner and Miss Mildred Sper- 
ry, were questioned by the police again 
tonight and were asked to identify 
articles of clothing found near the 
scene of the murder. 

“They identified a coat, a hat and a 
pair of gloves as having been those of 
‘the dead woman. A man’s porem also 
discovered with the clothing, which 
was found under a_ vulyert, not. the 
one in. which the body was discovered,

For a simple hot dish place the 
flaked fish in a shallow baker with 
a good sprinkling of black pepper and 
thin cream to almost: cover. Bake 
about 15 minutes (or heat over low 
flame if more convenient), sprinkle 
with parsley and serve with either 
boiled or baked potatoes. 

The small oven now used so much 
over a single burner, for baking po- 
tatoes and heating rolls, etc., admits 
of but one article at a time, but it 
is a wonderful convenience especially 
in warm weather, when the heat from 
a large gas oven adds its share to 
kitchen warmth. It is surprising what 
one can do with these little ovens in 
emergency, or when only one or two 
persons are to be served. Creamed 
vegetables, hashed meat in grav y, 
both canned gnd fresh fish reheated in 
a sauce, may”all camouflage as scal- 
loped dishes, if served piping hot in 
a baking dish with a crisp layer of 
browned crumbs on top. Prepare the 
latter by heating two tablespoons of 
butter in a fry. pan, then add one- 
third cup of dry crumbs, either bread 
or cracker, and stir steadily over the 
fire until evenly browned.

ones can be handled in, this way, an 
the latter may be turned with a 
spatula to finish browning. If hur- 
ried, the cook may shorten the method 
by mixing the biscuit dough soft 
enough to drop by spoonfuls, instead 
of rolling it out, and it may be spread 
in a shallow pan. ° Don’t fill them 
more than half full, or the dough in 
rising will spread over the edge and 
spoil the appearance, as well as mak- 
ing them awkward to remove. 


Such shortcakes, with plenty of 
ripe crushed fruit, well sweetened 
and juicy, make an eaSy and satis- 
fying dessert. For the woman who 
lives alone, and there are hundreds 
such in Atlanta, who like to prepare 
at least part of their meals in their 
cozy kitchenettes, this quick simple 
method has a decided appeal. Creamed 
dishes may be served on this hot, 
delicate foundation successfully too. 
Split the shapes with a fork carefully 
to keep the lightness. A knife, even 
when heated, is apt to make the cen- 
ter heavy. 

If one cares to do such cookery, oft- 
en it is worth while to prepare a 
quantity of the dry mixture in some 
spare bit of time, and then the addi- 
tion of liquid to complete it is a 
brief matter. A most delicious bis- 
cuit foundation, minus’ shortening, 
consists of just the sifted flour, salt 
and baking powder. (a little sugar 
makes them brown better) moistened 
with heavy cream. If cream is sour, 
a little soda is sifted with the dry 
ingredients. Allow half a teaspoon, 
measured secant, for half a cup of 
cream and use one teaspoon less of 
baking powder. 

With a stirred dough one may use 
melted shortening imstead of cutting 
it in, but the work must be done 
deftly. 

There is yet another short cut for 
jight-housekeeping which boasts no 
oven. Use a heavy frying pan of iron 
or cast aluminum, and oil it lightly 
when heated through. Place the cut 
biscuit or drop the mixture in oiled 
muffin rings and reduce flame, or pro- 


‘tect the pan with an asbestos mat 


beneath. After six or eight minutes, 
brush the tops with a little butter and 
turn to complete the cooking. 
Nowadays one often hears people 
complain that they cannot get good 
old fashioned shortcake in restaurants. 
There is too much foundation, in fact 
some misguided cooks use sponge cake 
as a substitute for rich biscuit. It 


| may taste good, but it isn’t shortcake! 


There are rarely enough berries and 
a daub of whipped cream on top is 
supposed to atone for the skimpy re- 
sult. Real shortcake, whether of straw- 
berries, red raspberries, cherries ‘or 
peaches call for plenty of butter, lots 
of juicy fruit,.a good appetite and 
leisure in which to enjoy it. Berries 
that lack flavor are improved with 
orange juice, and fresh pineapple 
needs lemon juice to develop the 
flavor. 

A little white corn syrup adds body 


to fruit juices without making them 


too sweet. Fresh pineapple, shredded

FOR MURDER OF WIFE 


Charged to Medical Corps 
Officer.

TOPEKA, Kan., April 18.—(4)—~ 
, Major Charles A. Shepard, 59-year-old 
army medical corps officer, was in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury here 
today on a charge of first degree mur- 
der for the alleged poisoning of his 
37-year-old second wife at Fort Ri- 
ley, Kan., last summer. 


Major Shepard's bond was set at 
20,000. It was indicated at the 
United States district attorney's of- 
fice that the case probably would be 
set for trial at the term of federal 
court convening in Kansas City, Kan., 
December 1 

First degree murder under the fed- 
eral law carries the death penalty 
upon eonviction unless the jury should 
recommend life imprisonment. The 
charge against Major Shepard arose 
in federal, instead of state court where 
the death penalty has been abolished 
by law, because the scene of the al- 
leged crime was on federal property. 

The army officer is under arrest 
at Denver, where he had been sta- 
tioned at Fitzsimmons hospital. 

Major Shepard is alleged to have 
poisoned his wife after becoming in- 
fatuated with Miss Grace Brandon, 23- 
year-old stenographer at Brooks field, 
Texas, where he was assigned tem- 
porarily. 

The girl, to Whom Shepard said he 
became engaged eight months after the 
death of Mrs. Shepard, appeared twice 
before the grand jury. She has re- 
fused to diseuss publicly her friend- 
ship with the elderly army officer, ex- 
cept to admit that he paid attentions 
to her and lived at the place where 
she boarded while he was on duty at 
San Antonio in 1928. 

Since Major Shepard’s arrest gov- 
ernment agents have begun an inves- 
tigation of the death of his first wife 
in California in 1913. Wer brother at 
Néedles, Cal., wrote District Attorney 
Sardius M. Brewster here that she 
died “under mysterious circumstances” 
while Major Shepard was enamored of 
another woman. 

The army surgeon has denied any 
guilt. He asserted that his second 
wife was “the victim of an unfortt- 
nate habit,” imtimating that this led 
to her death. Friends have indicated 
that his defense will be that his wife 
drank liquor to excess and that a 
mouth wash she used might account 
for poison found in her viscera. 

Major Paul R. Hawley, who attend- 
ed Mrs. Shepard before she died and 
conducted an autopsy, was summoned 
from Managua, Nicaragua, to testify 
Mrs. Shepard was treated by her hus- 
band before authorities at Fort Riley 
became suspicious-and ordered her re- 
moval to the post hospital. 

An autopsy was conducted over the 
protest of Major Shepard and the 
vital organs removed to be sent to the 
army laboratory in Washington for 
analysis. The body was taken to Los 
Angeles by Major Shepard and cre- 
mated. Major Shepard explained aft- 
er his arrest that he objected to the 
autopsy because his wife had told him |

Major James Pitcock, chief of de- 
tectives here, said the theory that 
Hollowell had been slain was aban- 
doned a few days after his disappear- 
ance and that he and insurance com- 
pany investigators had conducted a 
wide search for him since. 

Pitcock said Hollowe]l had taken 
out two insurance) policies of $10,000 
each, containing double indemnity 
clauses, a short time before he drop- 
ped from sight. In addition Hollowell 
had a $10,000 government policy, Pit- 
cock said, 

Hollowell said upon his appearance 
at Paris that he picked up a stranger 
at a filling station the day after he 
left his home here and that as an- 
other car forced him from the road 
he was struck over the head -and ren- 
dered unconscious. When he regained 
consciousness, he said, he was in a 
cabin near Fort Worth, where he was 
being guarded and told he would be 
held for ransom. 

He said he escaped two days ago 
while being transferred to another 
place of confinement and made _ his 
way to Paris. 

The murder theory resulted from 
the finding of Hollowell’s automobile, 
with a bullet hole in the floor board, 
near Morrillton, Ark., on Thursday 
after he left here on Monday. Three 
youths were arrested as suspects at 
Morrillton and one of them told offi- 
cers he saw the other two boys kill 
Hollowell and throw his body in the 
Arkansas river near there. The river 
was dragged for the body. The youth 
later repudiated the “confession” and | 
said he told the story in the hope of | 
obtaining a reward. 

Mrs. Hollowell offered a reward of | 
$1,000 for information disclosing her | 
husband's whereabouts. 

Hollowell formerly taught school at 
Texarkana and later was in charge of 
a business college here. He has a 
daughter two years old.

Religion 
Satirized. 

Screen and stage are now being 
used in the soviet fight against relig- 
ion. Several films and a play direct- 
ed against religion are now being 
shown in Moscow, and this is only a 


beginning. <A series of other athletic 
productions are in preparation. “We 
have learned that satire is stronger 
than dynamite,” said a prominent film- 
producer recently. “We intend to 
blast the foundation from under the 
church by exposing its tricks and ab- 
surdities.” One of the new plays 
shows a group of adherents to the 
Protestant church, all fairly well-to-do 
peasants, organizing a false collective 
farm and carrying on a fight against 
the true bolshevik collective in the 
same village. It appears quickly 
enough that the religious community 
is led by people who are in touch 
with American co-religionists, and 
whose joint purpose is to wreck the 
soviet union. In the end the loyal 
peasants and the G. P. U. wipe this 
group off the face of the earth. This 
story seems crude enough, 
stage play is one of the strongest ever 
seen in Moscow, according to German 
correspondents writing home. A clever 
film has been achieved in “The Island 
of Refuge.” In a remote part of Si- 
beria there was recently discovered a 
colony of people dating back to the 
sixteenth century. It had been estab- 
lished by a religious group which ap- 
parently migrated to escape Tsarist 
persecutions. Cut off from the rest 
of humanity for more than 300 years, 
the colony, now reduced to a small 
number, had retained their old caus- 
toms intact. The film depicts the ef- 
fect of the new soviet’ ideas being 
brought into this isolated remnant of 
the-past, the sixteenth and twentieth 
centuries face to face. Religion fares 
badly.

Gandhi. 


Some time ago it was reported that 
one of Gandhi's most fervent disciples 
was an English woman of rank, who 
had abandoned society to follow the 
Hindu leader. A Budapest paper now 
adds that a certain Transylvanian 
lady has followed this @¢xample. She 
is Mrs. Aladar Vertessy, who was fa- 
mous for her beauty and wealth. A 
few years ago, at Szovata, a fashion- 
able watering place in Transylvania, 
Mrs. Vertessy won the prize for bean- 
ty in a dancing competition at which 
Queen Marie, of Rumania was present. 
Three years ago Mrs. Vertessy paid a 
visit to India,*came under the influ- 
ence of Gandhi, and became one of 
his most devoted adherents. On her 
return to Transylvania she sold her 
estate, her forest, her castle, and her 
art treasures and jewelry, and, rais- 
ing all the money that stood to her 
credit in the banks, she traveled back 
to India and presented the entire sum 
to the convent which Gandhi had 
founded. With shaven head, barefoot- 
ed, and wearing a hair-shirt, Mrs. Ver- 
tessy now passes her days in the hard- 
est physical labor, alternated by beg- 
ging from the wretched inhabitants of 
the neighborhood. Mrs. Vertessy’s’ sole 
relic of her former life is a portrait 
of her mother, and her only pleasure 
is the arrival of a letter from Gandhi 
once or twice during the year.

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Health Talks

THE SCANDAL OF TONSILLEC- 
TOMY, 9%. RADIUM. TREAT- 
MENT. 


Not a few correspondents have com- 
plained that the doctors and special- 
ists are all agreed that the source o 
the trouble is in the infected tonsils, 
but, owing to a bad heart, diabetes, 
bronchitis, advanced age, or some such 
contraindication an operation is not 
advisable. The doctors therefore dis- 
miss the patients and advise them to 
strive to bear it as philosophically as 
possible, as there is no remedy in the 
circumstances. 

A doctor whose resources are as 
poor as that ought to be ashamed of 
himself. 

If the patient be a “bleeder” (hemo- 
philiac) there are several alternatives 
for surgical removal of the tonsils or 
adenoids, If the patient is unable to 
take an anesthetic, there are still sev- 
eral alternatives for that. If the pa- 
tient is too old to stand an operation, 
well, no matter, no operation is neces- 
sary ; there are at. least three quite 
satisfactory ways to avoid it and still 
effectively eliminate the infected or 
diseased tonsils, 

The law requires that a doctor shall 
use reasonable or ordinary skill in the 
treatment of the patient. It is ques- 
tionable whether a doctor who would 
dismiss a patient with diseased tonsils 
as not susceptible of cure merely be- 
cause the patient is unfit to have an 
operation, possesses reasonable or or- 
dinary knowledge of his art. 

Radium emanation is now a well 
established method of eradicating dis- 
eased tonsils, In the form of “radon 
seeds’—minute platinum tubes con- 
taining measured quantity of the ema- 
nation—it is implanted in the tonsil 
and allowed to remain for four or 
five days. It is then removed, and no 
further treatment is required. In 
three or four weeks the tonsil begins 
to shrink, and the shrinkage continues 
for perhaps six months. Fight or 
nine months later there remains only 
a small fibrous mass in place of the 
tonsil. The crypts are obliterated and 
with them the focus of infection. 

In cases with arthritis and other 
secondary symptoms, the symptoms 
disappear within a week or two after 
the radon seed is implanted, or at least 
the patient notes a distinct improve- 
ment in the general conditions, 

I have already intimated in these 
talks about tonsils that I believe any 
good family doctor can deal with en- 
larged or infected tonsils quite as well 
as any specialist can, and itrespective 
of the method of treatment selected. 
The radon seed implantation is quite 
simple, and as the quantity of ium 
emanation ,is limited to a perfectly 
safe minimum, jt is absolutely safe

Methodism has 
directed humanity’s emotional cur- 
rents into their proper: channels and 
turned the baser passions of men to 
their true objectives, refining them in 
the process. In addition, it has pre- 
served fine traditions of scholarship 
and churchmanship from its begin- 
ning to the present hour. 


John Wesley was not a _ states- 
man evangelist, he was also a classi- 
cal scholar and physician, a fellow of 
Lincoln college, Oxford, and is now 
considered one of the glories of that 
university. He insisted upon the ad- 
vantages of a trained ministry and 
from the first Methodism ‘as had dis- 
tinguished clergymen who were fully 
competent for the tasks assigned them. 
Dr. Adam Clarke was retained in Lon- 
don, despite the itinerary system of 
his church, in order that he might 
assist in translating certain Oriental 
manuscripts for the British Museum. 
Joseph Benson produced, as did Dr. 
Clarke, a very respectable commentary 
covering the entire Bible. Richard 
Watson, although not technically a 
scholar, was one of the most profound 
and moving preachers ef his day. Wil- 
liam Burt Pope was not only a schol- 
ar, but a theologian. Following in 
his wake came the Moultons, father 
and sons, whose names are well known 


In more recent days the late Presi-

“America Looks Ahead,” by Paul 
Mazur, is a “next step’ book, in 
which the banker-author tries to show 
how Americans can be as prosperous 
during the next 10 years as they have 
been during the last 10. 


Mr. Mazur contends that prosperity 
in the 1920’s came from cultivating 
the home market, but that prosperity 
during the 1930’s must come. from 
cultivating foreign markets. He sums 
up. his findings in this phrase: 

“America’s problem is to be solved 
in Europe.” 

“If America’s tariff regulation 
makes the American market success- 
ful to European producers,” says Mr. 
Mazur, “the incentive to a customs’ 
union abroad may be diminished. If, 
on the other hand, the protectionist 
policy in the United States excludes 
urope from all or a major part of 
the American markets, a tariff un- 
derstanding between the European 
nations may become an immediate 
reality.” 

Mr. Mazur believes that the United 
States will soon be selling $10,000,- 
000,000 worth of goods abroad annual- 
ly, instead of the $5,000,000,000 worth 
of goods now sold, if the American 
trade is handled correctly. 

The world is now at the threshold 
of a great industrial and commercial 
expansion, according tq the author of 
“America Looks Ahead,’’ and is wait- 
ing for the leadership of the United 
States. 

But one must remember that Eu- 
rope is not the world. Only 40 per 
cent of America’s foreign trade is done 
with Europe, and less than 30 per cent 
of America’s private foreign invest- 
ments are placed there. The Latin- 
American trade of the. United States 
is growing, as well as its trade with 
China and the Far East.

Gamite Officer’s Blood- 
stained Auto Found in 
Florida Swamp. 


. TALLAHASSEE, Fila., April 18.— 
(P)—Mystery surrounding the disap- 

varance of Sheriff I. K. Horn, of 
Seminole " county, Georgia, whose 
bloodstained antomobile was found 
in a Ocklocknee river swamp west of 
here, deepened tonight, | 

Sheriff’s officers of adjoining Geor- 
gia and Florida counties conducted 
a search for the body in the belief 
that Horn had met foul play, while 
en route from Donaldsonville, Ga., to 
Arcadia, Fla., for a prisoner. He 
has not been seen since he left Don- 
aldsonville last ‘Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, officers said they were 
endeavoring to locate’ the man who 
first announeed discovery of the car. 
Sheriff Scott Gregory, of Gadsden 
county. where the car was found 
about a quarter of mile from the main 
Dixie highway, said the discoverer’s 
name was unknown, but that the man 
said at the time he knew the car to 
belong to Sheriff Horn. 

A pair of handcuffs were locked to 
the steering wheel of the car. — 
an 
brick. Sheriff Gregory said it was 
not known how long the car had been 
arked in the swamp, but he _be- 
ieved it had been there for two or 


| three days. 


At Arcadia, the sheriff's office said 
that a warrant was received from 
Horn on April 3 agking them to ar- 
rest and hold Ama Harlowe for al- 
leged liquor law violation in Semi- 
nole county, Georgia. They had been 
unable to locate Harlowe who was 
recently employed on a near-by farm 
and did not know that Horn had 
started to Arcadia for the man.

The Last Man’s Club was organized 
at Stillwater, Minn., by 33 surviving. 
members of B company on July 21. 
1886. A bottle of wine was purchased 
then and it was agreed that the last 
survivor should drink the toast. 

The ranks of the Last Man’s Club , 
has been trimmed three members to. 
one in the last eight months. John 
Goff, St. Paul, died August 27, last, 
after a short illness. 
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Smith Doheny, wife of Doheny’s de- 
ceased son, and the Petroleum Secu- 
rities Corporation, controlled by the 
family, are linked in the proceeding.

Persian Shah’s Slick Machine 


SNOW-WHITE AUTO IS 


LAVISHLY DECORATED t: 


Admired by Curious Throngs

NEW YORK, April 18.—A young 

man in a blue unifor ., with a six-gun 
strapped to his thigh, stood guard to- 
day over the shah of Persia’s new au- 
tomobile, on display in a Broadway 
show window, to prevent anybody 
from stealing one of the hubcaps. 

One glance at the car, a snow-white 
Pierce-Arrow, is sufficient to convince 
one that his nibs the shah, when he 
wants an automobile, goes in for classy 
jobs: What with all the gold and dia- 
monds, the shah’s new buggy is the 
costliest car ever built. 

Officials of the Pierce-Arrow Com- 
pany refuse to say just how much it 
set the shah back, but it seems prob- 
able that a person could take the dia- 
monds off of it and buy a dozen or so 
Fords. 

The car was built at Buffalo. It is 
to remain on display for three days 
and then will be shipped under guard 
to Persia. 

The shah’s elegant horseless carriage 
is of the limousine type. The coach- 
work, which is spotlessly white, is 
richly relieved by stripings of gold. 
The headlamps, the door latches, the 
radiator, the windshield frame and the 
bumpers are gold. Each hubecap looks 
like a $5,000 gold piece. 

Emblazoned on each of the doors is 


a golden bas-relief replica of the shah’s 
crown, mounted with a green jewel. 

The interior is upholstered in a light 
champagne-colored silk, embroidered 
with wreaths. It is piped with white 
leather and edged with gold. The 
wood trim is of inlaid satinwood and 
the silk window curtains are finished 
in a figured design. 

On the floor is a rug of Russian 
wolfhound fur, imported especially for 
the car. A cigarette case and lighter 
of solid gold, encrusted with diamonds, 
is mounted so the shah can reach it 
without getting a crick in his back. 

There are diamonds stuck about 
here and there and in great profusion. 

The shah, whose name is_ Riza 
Khan, is not given to lavish display 
ordinarily, according to the Pierce-Ar- 
row people. He goes around in a 
khaki outfit most of the time and out- 
side of liking an occasional glass of 
wine, lives in a quiet simple manner. 

Nobody but the shah himself will 
ride in the new car. He won't even 
take his wife and children out for a 
buzz in the new buckboard, according 
to the manufacturers. 

The car is attracting great crowds 
to the show window where it is on dis- 
play. The enclosure in which it stands 
has been roped off and’ nobody—not 
even such highly privileged persons as 


reporters—is allowed to get within 15 
feet of it. 


Grain Co-operative 


To Buy Third of Crop 


CHICAGO, April 18.—(/)—Hap- 
pen what will, says President C. E. 
Huff, of the Farmers’ National Grain 


4+ Corporation, the organization would 


keep right on marching “through the 
wheat.” 

Huff, president of the $20,000,000 
marketing organization, today made 


his reply to the campaign = started 
against the agricultural marketing act 
and its results. 

Organized at the behest and under 
the tutelage of the federal farm 
board, the corporation landed on its 
own feet at the inception and has 
stood there ever since, said Huff, who 
has been president less than two 
weeks, 

Here are some points on. which 
President Huff was emphatic: 

Repeal of the agricultural market- 
ing act and subsequent abolishing of 
the farm board would not stop the 
activities of the Farmers’ National 
Grain Corporation. 

The cotporation confidently expects 
to handle 250,000,000 bushels of 1930 
wheat, equivalent to approximately 
one-third of the 1929 crop, and ex- 
pects to handle relatively large 
amounts of coarse grains.

To Crucified Brother of Man

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Guarded by the ominous muzzles 
of machine guns,: hiding in secrét 
places, parading in gorgeous costume 
and to the music of regally caparisoned 
bands, in desert wastes and in cathe- 
drals representing the greatest art of 
the masters of painting, sculpture and 
architecture Christians yesterday paid 
homage to Jesus Christ. 

In Jerusalem and throughout the 
Holy Land which has been torn by 
strife between the Jews and the 
Arabs, British machine guns com- 
manded quiet and order while Chris- 
tians celebrated. In Russia, where 
theism governs equally with red so- 
cialism, Christians gathered in the 
churches still untouched by the hands 
of red vandalism, and throughout the 
nation they collected in secret refuges. 

ome was a scene of splendor. In 
St. Peter’s and St. John Lateran, 
wherein are respectively ‘preserved a 
large relic of the True Cross and, 
what according to tradition are the 
heads of Saint Peter and Saint Paul, 
the major ceremonies were held. 
Thousands of tourists were congre- 
gated for Holy Week. In the western 
desert of North America painted In- 
dians began their strange Dance of 
Death pilgrimage. At Tarpon Springs, 
Florida, Greek sponge fishers ob- 
served their quaint custom. At Gras- 
sina, Italy, the “Jesu Morto,” (Jesus 
Dead) unfolded just after twilight 
with every inhabitant of the village 
taking part in the medieval procession. 
And in Carolina preparations’ were 
completed for the magnificent Mora- 
vian Haster morning sunrise service. 

Before altars stripped of their orna- 
ments and surmounted by veiled cruci- 
fixes, with the tabernacles in the cen- 
ter standing open and empty, black- 
‘vvestmented priests solemnly prostrat- 
ing themselves today commemorating 
the death of Christ in all the churches 
of Rome and throughout the Catholic 
world. 

Rome’s commemoration of Good Fri- 
day was, as always, particularly im- 
pressive because of the number of pur- 
ported relics of Christ’s passion and 
death to be found here. A great 
“procession of penitents” composed of 
thousands of clergy and laymen, wend- 
ed its way to Santa Groce in Gerusa- 
lemme, where a comparatively large 
piece of what is said to be the cross 
of Calvary has been kept for centuries. 

Between the hours of noon corre- 
sponding to the time that Christ is 
supposed to have suffered His agony, 
all business was at a standstill, and 
traffic largely suspended. Rome had 
almost the aspect of a dead city, such 
as ancient Ephesus, rather than that 
of a busy modern capital. 


Goal of Thousands. 


The scala santa, or holy staircase, 
enshrined in the church just across 
the way from St. John Lateran, was 
the goal of thousands of penitents, 
both Italian and foreign. The tra- 
dition is that the staircase is the very 
same that Christ ascended in the prae- 
torium of Pontius Pilate in Jerusalem, 
on His way to appear before the Rom- 
an magistrate. The steps, all of mar- 
ble, are assumed to have been brought 
to Rome by St. Helena, mother of 
Constantine, the first Christian em- 
peror. 

All day the pious pilgrims ascended 
those stairs on their knees, praying 
fervently at each pause. When they 
reached the top they were permitted 
a view through a lattice of the chapel 
known as the sancta sanctorum, or 
holy of holies, which contains a very 
early picture of Christ and some pre- 
cious relics. 

Pope Pius IX ascended these stairs 
on September 19, 1870, the-day before 
the Italian troops effected their en- 
try into Rome and thereby put an end 
to the papacy’s temporal power, not to 
be resumed until the creation of the 
Vatican City state by the Lateran 
treaties of cst year. 

Large Congregations. 

In every one of Rome's 400 church- 
es the Good Friday “‘mass of the pre- 
santified” was celebrated in the pres- 
ence of vast congregations. In each 
the host, consecrated the day before, 
on Holy Thursday, was _reverently 
borne from the “altar of repose” to 
the main altar, the choir chanting the 
seventh century hymn, “Vexilla Ke- 
gis’ by Venantius’ Fortunatus. Its 
English title is “The Banners of the 
Cross Advance.” 

Thereafter came the ceremony of 
the veneration of the cross. The 
veiled crucifix was taken down from 
above each altar, and gradually un- 
covered, the clergy chanting the “Ecce 
Lignum Crucis,” whose first line, 
translated, is 


“Behold the wood of 
the cross, on which hung the salva- 
tion of the world.” The priests. then 
removed their shoes in sign of rev- 
erence, knelt and bowed three times, 
and kissed the crucifix, placed on the 
altar steps. ‘Thereupon the laity 
were permitted to approach and per- 
form the same act of homage. 

In Jerusalem all was in readiness to- 
day, Good Friday, for the ceremony 
of the holy fire tomorrow morning 
which will climax the preparations of 
the eastern Christian churches for the 
celebration of Easter, their most popu- 
lar religious festival. 

Some hours before noon tomorrow 
a procession of young peasants will 
push through the crowd to execute 
a wild sword dance in the center of 
the rotunda of the holy sepulchre, 
to the accompaniment of chanted 
verses. The bells, meanwhile, will be 
clanging to herald the approach of the 
orthodox patriarch, who will arrive 
preceded by his ecclesiastics clad in 
the most splendid of vestments. When 
the priestly procession reaches the ro- 
tunda it will circumnambulate the tomb 
three times, the choir first, then the 
priests and archimandrites, followed 
by the archbishops, and finally the 
patriarch glad in gold and white bro- 
cade and crowned with a jeweled mi- 
ter. 

Reaching the door of the tomb, 
where the British district commis- 
sioner of Jerusalem will stand with 
his staff, following the precedent of 
his Turkish predecessor, the patriarch 
will be divested of his cope and mi- 
ter and will enter the door of the 
tomb, accompanied by an Armenian 
ecclesiastic. 

The usual procedure next is that 
in the body of the sepulchre every 
light is extinguished. Suddenly a ter- 
rific shout goes up from the crowd. 
Through a small hole on each side of 
the tomb a brand, held in the shak- 
ing hands of the patriarch and Ar- 
menian, appear, lit by a fire which 
the vast majority of the gathering 
believe to have come down from 
heaven. : 

A desperate struggle now follows

Carter To Seek 
Egyptian Tomb 
Of Alexander 


LONDON, April 18.—(UN)—Dr. 
Howard Carter, who opened the tomb 
of King Tut-Ankh-Amen, in Egypt, 
now plans to locate and explore the 
tomb of Alexander the-Great, the an- 
cient Greek conqueror. 

Carter's intentions were disclosed 
tonight in an interview with the 
Daily Mail. He said he believed Alex- 
ander was buried in a golden coffin 
in Alexandria, Egypt, by Ptolemaeus 
in 323 B. C., some time after his death 
in Babylon. 

"The American archaeologist expresed 
belief the discoveries in Alexander's 
tomb would be more important than 
those in Tut-Ankh-Amen’s. He said 
he would try to find the tomb after 
completing his Tut-Ankh-Amen exca- 
vations next fall. He hopes to re 
move four, great shrines from the an- 
“nay pharaoh’s burial place in Octo- 

er. 

“According ‘to Plutarch, the exact 
position of Alexander’s tomb in Alex- 
andria is unknown,” Carter was 
quoted as saying. “However, it may 
possibly be found in one of the royal 
cemeteries. I anticipate a long, diffi- 
cult and expensive search.” 

Carter said he would sink tubes 
around places where he thought Alex- 
ander was buried and then work grad- 
ually toward the center of the region 
selected. ; 

Asked about the ancient curse which 
is supposed to fall on those despoiling 
Tut’s tomb, Carter said: 

“It’s a pack of lies invented by irre- 

onsible persons. There is no such 
thing as a curse of that kind. I have 
always found that inscriptions in 
tombs wish well to visitors. As a 
matter of fact, all tombs are sterile. 
Any disease there has been brought 
in by the moderns.”

Still Low for the Time of 
Year—aInventory Gains Force 
re Producers to Cut 


ed Metal’s Price. 


» NEW YORK, April 18.—Irregu- 
larity has been the outstanding fea- 
ture in this week's price movement 
of stocks. There has been ‘heavy 
profit taking both on’ the long and 
short sidé of the. market... Selling, 
however, has been’ Well absorbed. | - 

This*year’s high average prtiee for 
50 representative stoeks, half rails and 
half industrials, was made on April 
10, Thursday of last week at 245.60. 
In the recovery from the year’s lew 
of 202.95, made‘on January 2, the 
rails have marked time, which means 
that the industrials were responsible 
for this advance of 43 points in» a 
little more than thrée and a_,half 
months. The samé might be said. of 
the recovery of 81 points in the aver- 
age price since the low panic level 
was made on November 13 at 164.43. 

A year ago today the average price 
of 50 stocks was 242.44. From that 
level there was an advance to a new 
high for all time at 311.90 on Sep- 
tember 19. On April 10 of this year 
the average. price was above this time 
last. year. 

At this time last year there was 
not a cloud in the industrial sky and 
prites of stocks were being bid up on 
expectations that upward trend in 
corporation earnings would continue 
indefinitely. Despite the fact that in 
the last quarter of 1929 general trade 
took a nose dive,’ most corporations 
reported a substantial gain in earn- 
ings for the year as a whole, But 
the early returns now coming to hand 
for the first quarter of 1930, in 
many cases are telling a different 
story. This week, for example, Willys, 
Overland, in passing its common divi- 
dend, reported a surplus for | divi- 
dends for the first three months of 
1930 of only $136,000, against $2,028,- 
000 for the first quarter of 1929. In 
the next few weeks the Steel Cor- 
poration, General Motors and other 
large corporations are expected to 
imake unfavorable earnings statements 
for the first quarter of 1930. 

Seasonal Trade Movements. 

Moreover, while there has been 
some-.seasonal movement in general 
trade it has been small with the level 
still low for this time of year. As for 
the outlook for the immediate futuré 
Colonel Ayers, of the Cleveland Trust 
Company, voiced this week the con- 
sensus of opinion here in Wall Street 
in his statement: 

“During December, January, Feb- 
ruary and March the level of general 
business activity, as measured by the 
more reliable composite indexes of in- 
dustry, has remained at about 8 or 9

per cent below its theoretica] normal. 
There is not much actual statistical 
evidence of improvement, but there 
are some symptoms of betterment 
which are hopeful.” 

He went on to point out that spring 


is here: that building construction is | 
increasing: that activity in the steel 
industry has stopped declining; that 
as a foundation for business improve- 
ment we have an abundance of credit 
on easy terms. 

But despite these hopeful symptoms 
of betterment in general trade the 
level of general trade activity remains 
nround 8 or 9 per cent below theo- 
retical normal. President Carlton, of 
Western Union, told the shareholders 
of his company a few days ago at 
their annual meeting that so far this 


year income was 7 per cent below 
1929 addding: “But in this 7 per 
cent is where profits lie.” 

This week because of continued 
gains in inventories copper producers 
were forced to cut the price from 18 
to 14 cents, a sweeping reduction. 
Production continued to run ahead of 
consumption with the carrying charge 
on “frozen” loans made to carry in- 
ventories mounting to the point where 
some producers were secretly cutting 
prices to reduce the. load. 

All through the unprecedented’ bull 
stock market ahd for months after the 
stock market panic it was repeatedly 
stated by our industrial and financial 
leaders that there were no large in- 
ventories.. Such statements have been 
contradicted by the trend of commod- 
ity prices. Evidence now at hand in- 
dicates that in other industries than 
copper, production has been running 
ahead of consumption. 

Foreign Exports. — 

This aveek’s March foreign trade 
statement shows a gain of 000, 
000 in imports 
drop of $83,000,000 compared with 
March of 1929. Exports were up $23,- 
000,000 compared with the previous 
month but contrasted with a year ago 
there was a drop of $115,000,000 
Price declines were a factor in the 
drop compared with a year ago. But 
the largest factor was @ falling-off 
in volume. We ran into a buyer s 
instead of a seller’s market because 
of over. production. yi 

Inasmuch as slowing down in pro- 
duction started nearly a year ago it 
is only a question of time until there 
will be a balance between production 
and consumption that will convert 
the existing buyer’s market into a 
seller's market. In the meantime, 
however, the hesitation in the stock 
market of the past fortnight indicates 
that holders of stoek with profits have 
been asking if the 1930 high average 
price of 245.60 on April’ 10 was not 
too high concerning the early first 
quarter corporation earnings Sstate- 
ments now coming to hand. 

Benjamin M. Anderson, Jr., econom- 
ist for the Chase National bank, who 
has made many valuable contribu- 
tions in recent years to current dis- 
cussion in Wall Street, had this to say 
this week: i 

“Cheap money is a stimulant, also 
an intoxicant. If the dose is large 
enough a very substantial temporary 
effect can be brought about, but head- 
aches will follow. It is not the sound 
way to do ft. It is definitely unde- 
sirable that we should employ this 
costly method of buying temporary 
prosperity. World business is not a 
moribund invalid that needs continu- 
ous galvanizing by artificial stimu- 
lants.” 

Informed Wall Street has realized 
for some time that the explanation 
for the recent sustained upward price 
movement in the stock was found in 
cheap money. When the stock mar- 
ket panic was over and money rates, 
because of liquidation in the stock 
market and slowing down in general 
trade, got easy, it paid to borrow 
money to buy seasoned dividend pay- 
ing stocks. The advance thus brought 
about in these stocks was responsible 
for resumed speculation. From now 
on at best the stock market is likely 
to become more selective.

Both foreign and 
domestic demand during the first two 
weeks in April did not witness much 
improvement over the quiet conditions 
prevailing 
March. 

‘According to the bureau of the 
census, the quantity of cotton con- 
sumed during the month of March 
amounted. to 508,576 bales, compared 
with 495,204 in February and 594,- 
720 for March of the previous year.”

LONDON, April 18.— ( — The 
committee drafting the London naval 
treaty today polished the sentences, 
crossed the t's and dotted the i's of 
the document which envoys of the five 
great sea powers are expected to sign 
Tuesday. 

They worked in the peace of Lon- 


don on Good Friday, when Londoners 
in general are on holiday, and the 
courtyards of St. James’ palace were 
as quiet as they were centuries ago 


| when Henry VIII built the good and 
| Stately edifice as his country house. 


Thus far no new prospect of delay 
has arisen to interfere with the car- 
rying out off the final plenary session 
as planned. Ambassador Dwight W. 
Morrow. who is acting for Secretary 
Henry L. Stimson in the drafting, 
and Senator Joseph Ty Robinson, who 


_has given his attention to the delicate 
'work of framing the important “safe 


guarding clause” of the three-power 
pact, are confident the treaty will be 
signed Tuesday. 

Mr. Stimson, thus assured, is spend- 
ing the week-end at Stanmore. Prime 
Minister Ramsay MacDonald is rest- 


‘ing at his home in Seotland. but will 


return to London Monday. Aristide 
Briand, foreign minister of France, 
will return to England Monday. For- 


eign Minister Dino Grandi, of Italy, 
also is expected, so the treaty should 
carry the names of the five chief nego- 


tiators. 

The first section of the treaty will 
contain provisions fer a battleshi 
holiday. The second will deal wit 
technical accomplishments of the five 
delegations such as definitions of spe- 


cial ships, rules for scrapping, human- 


ization of submarines and a’ general 
Statement on the methods of disarma- 
ment. The five powers will sign 


those sections. 


The third part will embody the 
three-power agreement reached by the 
United States, Great Britain and Ja- 
pan, and will be signed only by those 
powers. 

Prime Minister MacDonald is exe 
pected to interpret the position of dis- 
armament as the conference concludes, 
and then the parley will be adjourned. 

The United States and Japanese 
delegations will then go home to carry 
out the agreement as signed, while 
Great Britain, France and Italy will 
institute at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, through the usual diplomatic 
channels, negotiations to settle, the 
European naval problem with the end 
In view that the London treaty even- 
tually may be expanded into an ef- 
fective five-power agreement.
